S Will ‘Non-Belligerent Turkey 
Throw In Its Lot With Allies? 


Under fascism the historic 
Dodecanese Island» — seized by 
Italy from Turkey in 1912 —

Mussolini hoped to control the 
Eastern Mediterranean. Strate- 
gically the most important of the 
group is tiny, rugged Leros with 
one of the best harbors in the 
Aegean. There Italians built « 
naval and air base which threat- 
vital waterways, the 
Dardanelles 250 miles to the 
morth and the Suez Canal 450 
miles to the southeast. The fall 
of Italy made Leros and adjac- 
ent islands prizes of a race be- 
tween Nazis and British. For 
the former they were outposts 
of Fortress Europe; for the lat- 
ter they were springboards for a 
Balkan invasion. British units 
were rushed from the Near+-East 
t. hold them against Germans 
from near-by Greek islands. 
Battle off Turkey 
Much of the ensuing fight was 
ebscured by censorship but last 
week the outcome became clear, 
British headquarters in Cairo, 
which had previously admitted 
the loss of two islands, announced 
the fall of Leros. Outnumbered 
on the ground and blasted by a 
virtually unopposed | Luftwaffe, 
8,000 British and 6,000 Italian 
troops surrendere after five 
days of fierce battle. Germans 
promptly launched an air attack 
on the sole remaining British gar- 
rison in the Aegean archipelago, 
on the Greek island of Samos, 
4 miles north of Leros and with- 
in sight of the Turkish coast. 
A Costly Nazi Effort 
The Nazi ei.ort — first real 
Wehrmacht victory in more than 
@ year—was generally viewed as 
@ desperate and costly attempt to 
bolster the German position in 
Southeastern Europe, aimed 
ehiefly at impressing Turkey. In 
this it appeared to have missed 
fire. Recent Turkish conferences 
with the Allies in Cairo, after the 
Moscow Conference, were  fol- 
lowed last week by a Cabinet 
meeting in Ankara. From the 
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Allies is one of the vital ques- 
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Protestant 


tions in the war situation: today. 
Turkey would toss substantial 
weight on the military scales, 
already tilting sharply against 
hitler, if it would join the Allies 
either passively with land and 
harbors for bases or actively with 
ite well-trained Army and vig- 
orous Air Force. 

Immediate gain for the Allies 
would be availability of air bases 
from which Axis key points in 
the Balkans could be intensively 
bombarded, possibly by shuttle 
raids to fields in Southern Italy. 

Ploesti with its oil treasures 
is only about 300 miles from Ie- 
tanbul, while Bucharest and So- 
fia are even less. 

Turkey's Air Strength 

More than three years ago 
Turkey began rebuilding its Air 


Force, which then numbered only , 


about 300 first-line planes. Now 
it almost certainly is several 
times that and many could be 
funneled in swift by British 
and Americans to excellent mil- 
itary airfields. 

The largest and best of the air- 
dromes is Ekhischer, about 200 
miles southwest of Istanbul, but 
others are well placed all over 
the western part of the nation, 
including Istanbul, Ankara, Iz- 
mir, Adana and Diyarbakir. 

Turkey's Army : 

Turkey's ‘peacetime Army 
strength is about 200,000 which 
could be swiftly raised to 500,000 
by general mobilization, with 
1,60C,000 more trained or parti- 
ally trained mer in reserve.

To pro- 
vide food for Canada’s armed 
forces and to mest the increased 
requirements of the people of the 
United Kingdom has been a major 
job which has been recognized as 
an Invaluable achievement.

Canada's accomplishment has 
been summarized by Hon. J. G. 


Gardiner, Minister of Agriculture, 
as follows: “We have armed de- 
fensive and offensive forces rapid- 
ly approaching a million men, 
More than 7,000,000 of our people 
over 16 years of age are producing 
to maintain and save the lives of 
as many as possible of the million 
who will defend our way of life. 
About one-third of this 7,000,000 
are engaged in producing food on 


“our farms. They are part of that 


great body of the men and women 
who are necessary to maintain the 
fighting force which is doing the 
most important job of the mo- 
ment.” 


There are many- other accom- 
plishments, however, not so well 
known, although nonetheless vital 
to the well-being and offensive 
power of sailors, soldiers and air- 
men in every theatre of war. As 
the areas of battle have been ex- 
tended, the dependence of the 
armed forces on the farm home 
front has increased, and this de- 
pendence extends from clothing 
and personal equipment to the 
weapons of war. 

* * * 


The war, too; has demonstrated 
the necessity of a close bond be- 
tween agriculture and industry. In- 
dustrial production is closely de- 
pendent on agricultural output and 
the mechanized agriculture of to- 
day needs industry as an outlet 
for its surplus production. The de- 
mands of war have taxed the in- 
genulty of Canada’s scientists— 
plant breeders, botanists, entom- 
ologists, pathologists and others, 
in developing new crops and in 
combating the insects and diseases 
that might destroy them in the 
fields or in storage. From farm 
to battlefront there is a continuous 
atruggle to safeguard the high 
quality of the products. 


* * = 


The foundation for the multi- 
plicity of war contributions by 
Canada’s farms is largely seed, 
therefore it is important that good 
seed be used. During. the progress 
of the war, many sources of seed 
have been cut off, but home pro- 
duction has been developed with 
the result that most seed formerly 
imported now is produced in Can- 
ada, It is equal in quality to that 
which was imported. 

Fiax for fibre and flax for oll 
are crops which have been out- 
standing in Canada for the great

/Of Hogs To Market 


Records are being made in the 
slaughter of Canadian hcgs, but 
labor available for packing plants 
still is hardly sufficient to keep 
pace with the flow, according to 
Agriculture Department officials. 

Last weck 193,000 hogs were 
killed in Canadain plants— 15,000 
more than the previous record 
for a week—but unprecedented 
runs to market indigated that all 
problems still were not overcome. 

The movement o1 hogs to mar- 
ket in Canada is paralleled by a 
similar flow in the United States 

here pens in country districts 
are being jammed as packing 
plants are unable tc handle offer- 
ed shipments, 

Officials in Ottawa said that in 
recent weeks additional labor has 


become available in Canadian 
plants, which now are working 
near capacity. The prospect, 


however, is chat hog marketings 
will contirue to gain into Decem- 
ber, with further strain on han- 
dling facilities. 


In September Saskatchewan 
marketed 67 per cent. more hogs 
than in the same month last year. 
Quebec recorded a gain of 32 per 
cent.; Manitoba, 23 per cent.; 
British Columbia, 16; Alberta, 
11; the Maritimes nearly 9 and 
Ontario 7. 

Under recent Selective Service 
regulations, essential packing 
‘plant workers were frozen in their 
jebs. In addition, an estimated 
2,000 to 2500 workers have 
entered the plants for the rush 
period,

and individual ownership and 
enterprise inherently ‘wrong,’ 
My hope woukl be that Canad. 
lanes will never, through tndif- 
ference or lack of clear think. 
ing, acquiesce in the creation 
of an economic order tn which 
enterprise and initiative, and 
the spur of competition, are re- 
karded as of little value and 
low reputation.

Yet> as 
Mr. Spinney points out, they ad- 
vyocate the creation of a great fin- 
ancial monopoly, as opposed to our 
present system .of healthful com- 
petition between ten chartered 
banks. To bring them all under 
Governmental control would mean 
that anyone seeking credit could 
be denied it by the one big Gov- 
ernment bank, and he would have 
no recourse to any other source, 
The granting of credit would be- 
come a. political matter, and this 
would be fatal to our economie 
progress and development. 


The soundness of the position 
and the methods of the Bank of 
Montreal as displayed in its annual 
reports, which is reflected also in 
the operations of all our’other sim- 
flar institutions, should make them 
proof against the inroads of the 
nationalization theory. Clear think 
ing of the kind indulged in by Mr. 
Spinney is needed to combat this 
fallacious tendency.

The Newborn King 

“In the days of Herod the king, 
behold, Wise-men from the east 
came to Jerusalem saying, where 
is he that is born King of the 
Jews. For we saw his star in the 
east, and are coming to worship 
him.” Herod was not a born 
king, and for a long time there 
had been no Jewish king by priv- 
ilege of birth, But at length there 
Was a born king, one born of 
the Virgin Mary. Thi. title, King 
of the Jews, was'unknown before 
Christ's advent, and was applied 
only to the Messiah. 

Herod and the Scribes 

“And when Herod the king 
heard it, he’ was troubled, and 
all Jerusalem with him.” Why 
then was Herod troubled? ~ Six 
thousand Pharisees had refused 

take the oath of allegiance to 
him and prophesied the kingdom 
would be. taken from him, The 
announcement then of the star 
and the king was sufficient to ter- 
rify him. Those who were in the 
favour and pay of Herod were 
troubled also. 

“And gathering. together all 
the chief priests and scribes of 
the pegple, he inquired of them 
when the Christ should be born.” 
It was generally known that 
Christ would be born at Jerusa- 
lum but Herod would have author-

The dove speaks of-peace, and 
semeleTrers, and puri y, character- 
iatics surely of our Lord during 
His years of labor among men, 

Satan ts here revealed, as else- 
where in the Bible, not as an in- 
fluence but as a person, an In- 
dividual, of supernatural power, 
thovgh not omnipotent. He 
God. He tries In every way to lead 
men into sin, to prevent God from 
saving men, to spojl the lives of 


men, and to thwart the purposes 
of God. If Satan at this hour 


‘eould have led Christ In any way 
to sin, then the gospel story would 
be over before It had hardly be- 
gun, No doubt the ministry of the 
angels took place at the end of 
the temptation.

The 
important thing is the result of 
his teaching, namely, astonish- 
ment on the part of the assembled 
listeners, who recognized — that 
here was one who taught with an 
authority which the scribes did 
not possess. The scribes, the doc- 
tors of the law, spent their time 
in setting before their audience 
numerous quotations and opinions 
from the learned rabbis, of their 
own and preceding days. They did 
not speak with any authority of 
their own, but they supported 
their interpretations by the auth- 
ority of recognized scholars. Oure 
Lord spoke out of His heart, out 
of the fullness of His knowledge, 
with an authority born of omnis- 
cience, an authority arising from 
a complete and perfect experience 
of life, an authority derived from 


the fact that He had ectually, from 
all eternity, lived with God the 
Father. ;

On the morning of December 
19, under a gray winter sky, the 
sentefice of a military tribunal 
‘Was executed on three German war 
criminals and a Russian traitor.

To Avoid Post-War Conditions

from war tensions, a willingness

@agerness to forget the war, or 
Apathy in the face of so creat and 
protracted an agony as the trial 
and executiona of thousands of 
human beings. 

The dispatch with which the 
Russians have? punished persons 
tonyleted of atrocities is Inspired 
in part by determination to avold 
some of the postwar conditions 
which might militate against re- 
tribution. The Russians can re- 
member as well as anyone the 
Allied promises to punish the 
criminals of World War One, the 
strange aftermath in whilch the 
German authorities and peoples 
Joined in declaring that program 
of punishment to be merely a 
frenzy of hatred against Germany 
and the sequel in which only the 
merest handiful were convicted.
